FIRE IN FREIGHT YARDS. 


The fire in the freight y.-.rcls de- 


stroyed property to the value ot 
$5000 and for a time threatened to 
destroy 200 cars belongim; to the 
Southern Pacific Company as well 
as'the $250,000 plant of tl'.e West 
Berkeley Furniture Factory, near 
which the burning ears werj stand- 
ing.

Harriman Forces Win By 


Decision of 


Court, 


TRENTON*, N. 3., July 15.—Judge 


Bradford today granted a preliminary 
Injunction In the suit brought by Ed- 
ward H. Harriman, Wlnslow Pierce 
and others to restrain 
the proposed 


pro-rata distribution of the Northern 
Securities Company. This Is a-defeat 
for the.Hill Interests. The opinion 
Is

The litigation turned largely on the 


question as to the title of the Northern 
Pacific stock, which E. H. Harriman 
and %Vinslow S. Pierce put into the 
combination and which amounted to 
about $79,000,000. 
The contention of 


the Northern Securities Company was 
that the stock had Jjecome tfie abso- 
lute property of that 
company 
and 


that It was perfectly 
legal 
for 
the? 


Northern Securities Company to carry 
out the pro-rata plan of distribution 
upon which the company had agreed. 
Harriman contended that by reason 
of the corporation being declared Il- 
legal by the United States Supreme 
Court title had not. been passed from 
Harriman and Pierce and, in conse- 
quence, they were entitled to have re- 
turned to them the particular stock 
they had put Into the combination and 
which Involved control of the North- 
ern Pacific Company. 


The decision of Judgre Bradford does 


not dispose of the main points at is- 
sue in the case, which were whether 
or not Harriman and Pierce 
should 


have returned to them the stock of 
the Northern Pacific Company which 
they put into 'the Northern Securities 
Company, or whether they should have 
distributed to them the stock of both 
the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern companies on a pro rata basis 
provided for by the directors of 
the 


Northern Securities Company. 


Judge Bradford devoted most of his 


opinion to the discussion of a legal 
question as to whether he should grant 
a preliminary injunction, and he takes 
the position that as long as there Is 
any doubt in the case and no jury 
can come to the complainants, a pre-. 
llmlnary injunction would be granted. 
He says, further, that the failure 
to 


grant a preliminary Injunction would 
permit the distribution of the stock In 
the Northern 
Pacific 
Company 
to 


which Harriman and Pierce claim title 
and put the complainants In a position 1 
where they would be able to secure 
relief to which they would be entitled,

of the Vladivostok squadron, now off th«a 
Japanese coast, is the cruiser Bogatyr, 
as the rep.'iirs to that vessel were known 
.some time ago to have been nearly com- 
pleted. 


A r-rlvale letter received here from 


Vladivostok, dated June 25, elves the 
first authentic account of the mishap to 
the Bogatyr, from which it appears tlio 
cruiser, with Rear Admiral Jessen on 
board, went out in pursuit of a Jnpaneso 
cruiser. The fog was. so thick that tho 
captain caused his protest against at- 
tempting to navigate the Bogatyr to ba 
entered in the log book, but Rear Ad- 
miral Jessen insisted on proceeding.

The State Board of Trade is calling'attention to the passing of Calitor- 


nla.as a^eat -wheat-producing State, and is concerned about devising measures 
to improve the. quality of the gram produced if not to increase the quantity. 
It is moved to do this because of the danger that threatens our mlllinp in- 
'Biistry arid the exporting flour trade now centered at San: Francisco. 
. •. 


The task of-restoring California to Its eminence as a wheat-producing 


•State is not an easy or.e. It involves a. complete change of "method in f,-rain 
growing, the use of 'fertilizers and intensive farming. Owing to climatic con- 
ditions, the cost of land and lal.or and the small returns from raising wheat 
for market, the prospect is not inviting. 
Fertilizing and intensive culture 


'Involve irrigation. Will it pay t-> fertilize empoverlshed land and grow wheat 
'by .irrigation in California? Hardly. Whether we like it or not, whether or 
not it means disaster to CHIT milling Industry, the problem must be set- 
tled on its economic merits. We cannot grow wheat with gulten in it on sen- 
timent any more than on land that has been empoverlshed by steady wheat 
cropping for two generations. Farmers will not grow'wheat at a loss or for 
inadequate profits to preserve the milling industry and retain for San Fran- 
Cisco the flour exporting trade. It is a condition and not a theory that con- 
fronts us. 
. 


Horace Davis Informed the Board of Trade that the millers of Califor- 


nia are Importing hard wheat from Kansas and South Dakota to keep up the 
standard of California flour. For many years they have been shipping -in 
wheat from Oregon for that purpose, but the older grain-growing districts 
of our Northern neighbor are falling behind in quality, and our miNer? are 
compelled to go still farther afli-ld for wheat of the proper quality. 
Califor- 


nia wheat, as a rule, contains loo much starch and not enough gluten. 


The best wheat comes from new strong land. The longer land is seeded 


So wheat the smaller the proportion of gluten in the grain. 
Even where- the 


wheat shows apparently the proper proportion of gluten, the gluten itself 
will be found to be lacking In virility and substance. 
The flour from such 


grain Is Inferior, for 1'. produces too much fat and not enough bone and 
muscle. 
It is unfit for making macaroni, spaghetti and .vermlcilll. 
In the 


Orient It is not wanted because rice, which constitutes such a feature of na- 
tive dret, is a starchy 'food, am: bread Is desired that contains a large pro- 
portion of gluten. 


The bulk of the wheat grown In California—and this State still pro- 


duces an Immense quantity of .t—comes from the Sacramento, San Joaquin 
and Salinas valleys. 
Horticulture and viticulture have practically driven 


wheat growing out of the Santa Clara valley. Thirty years ago the best mill- 
ing wheat came from the Sacramento valley. Then the production of glutinous 
wheat shifted to the San Joaquin, and has found Its last area of production in 
the Salinas valley. 
California iarmers do not rotate crops for a. variety of 


reasons, and the practice of slvlrig land an occasional rest is a comparative- 
ly recent Innovation. V.'heat is mainly grown on semi-arid lands, which can- 
not be relied on to produce ge leral crops without irrigation. 
These wheat 


lands have been croppel incessently for many years, the straw being burned, 
or hauled away. 
They are not fertilized nor 
given 
time 
to 
recuperate. 


Diminishing yield and decreasing quality have been the inevitable result of 
taking away the vitality and fertility of the land and giving nothing back. 


In the days when California was a banner wfteat State, producing Brain 


of the finest quality, a great milling industry grew up here. 
San Francisco 


made conquest of the Sour markets of the Orient, but now to hold those 
markets the mills of California are grinding wheat from Kansas, South Da- 
kota, Oregon and Washington. 
Therefore the restoration of the wheat grow- 


ing industry of this State has b-corne a vital question to our millers and ex- 
porters. 
It Is a qu2Stion that vainly seeks an answer. 
We are up against
